As  part  of  their  Golden  Jubilee  celebrations.  Dunlop  agreed  to  sponsor  the  race  meeting  held  at  Brooklands  on  24  September 
1938.  This  pioneering  effort  at  motor  sport  sponsorship  featured  “a  big  marquee  in  which  Dunlop's  guests  were  lavishly 
entertained,  and  everyone  of  importance  in  motor-racing,  as  well  as  almost  every  famous  racing-car,  semed  to  be  present", 
according  to  Motor  Sport  's  correspondent  at  the  meeting.  The  principal  race  of  the  day,  the  Dunlop  Jubilee  Cup  over  the 
outer  circuit,  was  won  by  William  Couper’s  stripped  sports  Talbot  at  an  average  of  1 19.86mph. 

All  competitors  at  the  meeting  (297  entries  were  originally  received  by  the  organisers)  were  presented  with  one  of 
these  medals  as  a  memento.  The  car  featured  on  the  medal,  the  ERA  (English  Racing  Automobiles),  first  conceived  and  built 
in  1934.  was  the  most  successful  car  of  its  type  in  short-circuit  events,  and  a  popular  choice  among  the  wealthy  amateur 
racing  drivers  of  the  time.  Two  such  cars,  driven  by  Patrick  Wakefield  and  Raymond  Mays,  won  races  at  this  particular 
event.

The  eighth  running  of  the  annual  BRDC  Empire  Trophy  Race,  known  colloquially  as  the  'BRDC  500'.  was  held  at  Brooklands 
on  19  September  1936  over  the  gruelling  banked  outer  circuit.  A  comparatively  small  entry  of  23  competitors  (reduced  to  18 
on  the  day)  bore  witness  to  the  lack  of  specialist  machinery  then  considered  worthy  of  tackling  the  race,  which  had  a  nasty 
reputation  as  a  high-speed  'car-breaker'  because  the  track  surface  was  unkind  to  tyres  and  shock  absorbers  alike. 

A.P.  Hamilton,  who  was  elected  a  member  of  the  BRDC  in  1935.  drove  a  2.3  litre  Alfa  Romeo  Monza  2-seater  in  the 
race,  sharing  the  driving  with  the  Marquis  de  Belleroche.  Hamilton  had  used  the  same  car  in  the  1935  'BRDC  500',  but  this 
time  he  had  fitted  it  with  remote  control  shock  absorbers  to  assist  in  keeping  the  light  chassis  on  the  banked  track  at  speeds  of 
up  to  I45mph.  For  the  first  three  hours  of  the  race  the  car  ran  well,  and  was  placed  second  when  an  alarming  incident  befell 
Belleroche  who  was  struck  by  a  piece  of  flying  concrete  which  shattered  the  right  glass  of  his  racing  goggles.  Belleroche 
managed  to  get  the  car  back  to  the  pits  for  Hamilton  to  take  over,  after  which  the  blood-stained  Belleroche  received  medical 
attention  for  a  severe  cut  just  above  his  right  eye;  initial  fears  for  his  sight  were  premature. 

The  race  itself  was  won  by  Freddie  Dixon  and  Charlie  Martin  in  Dixon's  silver  2-litre  Riley,  a  well-knou  n  car  and 
driver  combination,  at  an  average  speed  ofl  16.86mph.  After  a  prolonged  pit  stop  for  mechanical  repairs  late  in  the  race. 
Hamilton  was  finally  classified  fourth,  in  4  hours  54  min  45  sec,  averaging  1 1  l.05mph.  Although  six  other  cars  were  running 
at  the  end,  only  the  first  four  had  completed  the  full  500  miles  within  the  time  limit.  For  his  endeavours  Hamilton  received  the 
Byfleet  Trophy,  the  KLC  Trophy  presented  by  the  sparking-plug  manufacturer,  and  £25.

The  vendor  of  this  curious  and  intriguing  piece  has  suggested  it  may  be  a  memorial  medal  for  someone’s  favourite  pet  and 
descnbed  it  humourously  as  "the  Grand  Order  of  the  Silver  Poodle."  Although  it  is  tempting  to  dismiss  this  suggestion  as 
far-fetched,  in  fact  the  theory  has  much  to  recommend  it.  The  devotion  of  some  humans  to  their  animal  companions  is  well 
known  and  the  creation  of  a  medal  in  remembrance  of  a  much  loved  pet  might  be  seen  as  eccentric  but  is  by  no  means 
unfeasible  behaviour.  Although  it  would  be  more  usual  to  bury  a  pet.  it  is  possible  the  urn  in  the  centre  may  have  been  a 
receptacle  for  the  dog’s  ashes  or  perhaps  contained  some  other  memento  of  the  animal;  while  the  dates  suggests  it  lived  from 
1889  to  1899,  The  poodle  pendant  suspended  from  the  lower  arm  may  have  been  added  later,  perhaps  on  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  the  beloved  SB’s  death.  The  medal  was  sent  from  the  United  States  from  w'here  it  may  have  originated.

7  Any  payments  by  a  buyer  to  Buekland  Dix  &  Wood  may  be 
applied  by  Buekland  Di.x  fx  Wood  towards  any  sums  owing 
from  that  buyer  to  Buekland  Dix  &  W'ood  on  anv'  account 
whatever  without  regard  to  any  directions  of  the  buyer  or  his 
agent,  whether  express  or  implied. 

8  Collection  of  purchases 

The  ownership  of  the  lot  purchased  shall  not  pass  to  the  buyer 
until  he  has  made  payment  in  full  to  Buekland  Dix  &  Wood  of 
the  ‘total  amount  due’. 

9  (a)  I  he  buyer  shall  at  his  own  expense  take  away  the  lot 
purchased  not  later  than  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the 
auction  but  (unless  credit  terms  have  been  agreed  in  accordance 
with  Condition  7)  not  before  payment  to  Buekland  Dix  & 
Wood  of  the  'total  amount  due’. 

(b)  1  he  buyer  shall  be  responsible  for  any  removal,  storage  and 
insurance  charges  on  any  lot  not  taken  awaiy  within  .S  working 
days  alter  the  day  of  the  auction. 

(c)  The  packing  and  handling  of  purchased  lots  by  Buekland 
Dix  &  Wood  start  is  undertaken  solely  as  a  courtesy  to  clients, 
and  in  the  ease  of  fragile  articles,  will  be  undertaken  only  at 
Buekland  Dix  &  Wood  discretion.  In  no  event  will  Buekland 
Dix  &  Wood  be.hable  for  damage  to  glass  or  frames,  regardless 
of  the  cause. 


10  Buyers  responsibilities  for  Lots  purchased 

I  he  buyer  wall  be  resfionsible  (or  loss  or  damage  to  lots 
purcha.sed  Ironi  the  time  ot  collection  or  the  expiry  of  .S  working 
tlays  alter  the  day  ol  the  auction,  whichever  is  the  sooner,  and 
neither  Btickland  Dix  &  Wood  nor  its  servants  or  agents  shall 
therealter  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  of  any  kind, 
whether  caused  by  negligence  or  otherwise,  while  an\'  lot  is  in 
its  custody  or  under  its  control. 


11  Remedies  for  non-payment  or  failure  to 
collect  purchases 

If  any  lot  is  not  paid  for  in  full  and  taken  away  in  accordance 
with  Conditions  6  and  10,  or  if  there  is  any  other  breach  of 
either  of  those  Conditions,  Buekland  Dix  &  Wood  as  agent  of 
th  e  seller  shall,  at  its  absolute  discretion  and  without  prejudice 
to  any  other  rights  it  may  have,  be  entitled  to  exercise  one  or 
more  of  the  following  rights  and  remedies: — 

(a)  to  proceed  against  the  buyer  for  damages  for  breach  of 
contract; 

(b)  to  rescind  the  sale  of  that  or  any  other  lots  sold  to  the 
defaulting  buyer  at  the  same  or  any  other  auction. 

(c)  to  re-sell  the  lot  or  cause  it  to  be  re-sold  by  public  auction  or 
private  sale  and  the  defaulting  buyer  shall  pay  to  Buekland  Dix 
&  Wood  any  resulting  deficiency  in  the  'total  amount  due’  (after 
deduction  of  any  part  payment  and  addition  of  re-sale  costs) 
and  any  surplus  shall  belong  to  the  seller. 

(d)  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the  lot  at  the  expense  of  the 
defaulting  buyer  and,  in  the  case  of  storage,  either  at  Buekland 
Dix  &  Wood  premises  or  elsewhere; 

(e)  to  charge  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  1 .5%  per  month  on 
the  total  amount  due’  to  the  extent  it  remains  unpaid  for  more 
than  .S  working  days  after  the  day  of  the  auction; 

(f)  to  retain  that  or  any  other  lot  sold  to  the  same  buyer  at  the 
same  or  any  other  auction  and  release  it  only  after  payment  of 
the  'total  amount  due’; 

(g)  to  reject  or  ignore  any  bids  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
defaulting  buyer  at  any  future  auctions  or  obtaining  a  deposit 
before  accepting  any  bids  in  future; 

(h)  to  apply  any  proceeds  of  sale  than  due  or  at  anv  time 
thereafter  becoming  due  to  the  defaulting  buyer  towards  settle¬ 
ment  of  the  'total  amount  due'  and  to  exercise  a  line  on  any 
property  of  the  defaulting  buyer  which  is  in  Buekland  Dix  & 
Wood  possession  for  any  purpose. 


12  Liability  of  Buekland  Dix  &  Wood  and 
Sellers 

(a)  Goods  auctioned  are  usually  of  some  age.  .All  goods  are  sold 
with  all  faults  and  imperfections  and  errors  of  description. 
Illustrations  in  catalogues  are  for  identification  only.  Buyers 
should  satisfy  themselves  prior  to  sale  as  to  the  condition  of 
each  lot  and  should  exercise  and  rely  on  their  own  judgement  as 
to  whether  the  lot  accords  with  its  description.  .Subject  to  the 
obligations  accepted  by  Buekland  Dix  &  Wood  under  this 
Condition,  none  of  the  seller,  Buekland  Dix  &  Wood,  its 
servants  or  agents  is  responsible  for  errors  of  descriptions  or  for 
the  genuineness  or  authenticity  of  any  lot,  no  warranty  wha¬ 
tever  is  given  hy  Buekland  Dix  &  W  ood,  its  servants  or  agents 
or  any  seller  to  any  buyer  in  respect  of  any  lot  and  any  express 
or  implied  conditions  or  warranties  are  hereby  excluded. 


(b)  Any  lot  which  proves  to  be  a  'deliberate  forgery'  may  be 
returned  by  the  buyer  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  w'ithin  15  days 
of  the  date  of  the  auction  in  the  same  condition  in  which  it  was 
at  the  time  of  the  auction,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
defects,  the  number  of  the  lot,  and  the  date  of  the  auction  at 
which  it  was  purchased.  11  Buckland  Oix  &  Wood  is  satisfied 
that  the  item  is  a  deliberate  forgery’  and  that  the  buyer  has  and 
is  able  to  transfer  a  good  and  marketable  title  to  the  lot  free 
from  any  third  party  claims,  the  sale  will  be  set  aside  and  any 
amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  will  be  refunded:  Provided

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the  sale  was  in 
accordance  with  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of  scholars 
and  experts  or  fairly  indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such 
opinion;  or 


(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of  publication  of 
the  catalogue  that  the  lot  was  a  ‘deliberate  forgery’  was  by 
means  of  scientific  processes  not  generally  accepted  for  use 
until  after  publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a  process  which  was 
unreasonably  expensiv’e  or  impractical, 

(c)  .-X  buyer’s  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be  limited  to  any 
amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  and  shall  not  extend  to  any  loss 
of  damage  suffered  or  expense  incurred  by  him. 

(d)  'I’he  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be  assignable  and 
shall  rest  solely  and  exclusively  in  the  buyer  who,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be  and  only  be  the  person  to 
whom  the  original  invoice  is  made  out  by  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold. 


Conditions  mainly  concerning 
sellers  and  consignors 

13  Warranty  of  Title  and  Availabilty 

The  seller  warrants  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  and  to  the  buyer 
that  he  is  the  true  owner  of  the  property  or  is  properly 
authorised  to  sell  the  property  by  the  true  owner  and  is  able  to 
transfer  good  and  marketable  title  to  the  property  free  from  any 
third  party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against  any  loss  or 
damage  suffered  by  either  in  consequence  or  any  breach  on  the 
part  of  the  seller. 

14  Reserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction  a  reserve 
on  any  lot,  being  the  minimum  ‘hammer  price’  at  which  that  lot 
may  be  treated  as  sold.  A  reserve  once  placed  by  the  seller  shall 
not  bechanged  without  the  consent  of  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood.

16  Recession  of  Sale

17  Payment  of  Sale  Proceeds

seller  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction,  but  if  by  that  date 
Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  has  not  received  the  ‘total  amount  due’ 
from  the  buyer  then  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  will  remit  the  ‘sale 
proceeds’  within  five  working  days  after  the  date  on  which  the 
‘total  amount  due’  is  received  from  the  buyer.  If  credit  terms 
have  heen  agreed  between  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  and  the 
buyer,  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  shall  remit  to  the  seller  the  sale 
proceeds  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction  unless  other¬ 
wise  agreed  hy  the  seller. 


18  If  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  the  ‘total 
amount  due’  within  3  weeks  after  the  auction,  Buckland  Dix  & 
Wood  will  endeavour  to  notify  the  seller  and  take  the  seller’s 
instructions  as  to  the  appropriate  course  of  action  and,  so  far  as 
in  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood’s  opinion  is  practicable,  will  assist  the 
seller  to  recover  the  ‘total  amount  due’  from  the  buyer.  If 
circumstances  do  not  permit  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  to  take 
instructions  from  the  seller,  the  seller  authorises  Buckland  Dix 
&  Wood  at  the  seller’s  expense  to  agree  special  terms  for 
payment  of  the  ‘total  amount  due’,  to  remove,  store  and  insure 
the  lot  sold,  to  settle  claims  made  by  or  against  the  buyer  on 
such  terms  as  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  shall  in  its  absolute 
discretion  think  fit,  to  take  such  steps  as  are  necessary  to  collect 
monies  due  by  the  buyer  to  the  seller  and  if  necessary  to  rescind 
t’ne  sale  and  refund  money  to  the  buyer. 

19  If,  notwithstanding  that  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Buckland

20  Charges  for  Withdrawn  Lots

price  of  the  property  withdrawn,  together  with  Value  Added 
Tax  thereon  and  ‘expenses’  incurred  in  relation  to  the  property, 

21  Rights  to  Photographs  and  Illustrations 

The  seller  gives  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  full  and  absolute  right 
to  photograph  and  illustrate  any  lot  placed  in  its  hands  for  sale 
and  to  use  such  photographs  and  illustrations  and  any  photo¬ 
graphs  and  illustrations  provided  by  the  seller  at  any  time  at  its 
absolute  discretion  (whether  or  not  in  connection  with  the 
auction). 

22  Unsold  Lots 

Where  any  lot  fails  to  sell,  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  shall  notify 
the  seller  accordingly.  The  seller  shall  make  arrangements 
either  to  re-offer  the  lot  for  sale  or  to  collect  the  lot. 

23  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  reserve  the  right  to  charge  commis¬ 
sion  up  to  one-half  of  the  ‘stated  rates’  calculated  on  the 
‘bought-in  price’  and  in  addition  ‘expenses’  in  respect  of  any 
unsold  lots.

selling  price  is  a  statement  of  opinion  only.  livery  person 
interested  should  exercise  and  rely  on  his  own  judgement  as  to 
such  matters  and  neither  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  nor  its 
servants  or  agents  are  responsible  for  the  correctness  of  such 
opinions. 

26  Whilst  the  interests  of  prospective  buyers  are  best  served
